During the past year it has been necessary to expend a 
considerable amount of money on account of fires and alarms 
which occurred as follows: March 15, fire at Hopkins & 
Amidon’s block; July 30, alarm at town library; Aug. 13, fire 
at Jackson’s block; Nov. 22, alarm at Mrs Wise’s dwelling 
Insurance has been paid to the amount of $6,336.28 for dam- 
age caused by the above named fires. 

The annual parade occurred in June and was satisfact- 
ory. During the year the Department has met for roll call on 
the last Saturday in each month. 

The Fisk Paper Co. made the Department a present of 
the sum of $100.00 the past year for a benefit fund which is 
deposited in the Hinsdale Savings Bank.

The Librarian reports an increased interest on the part 
of our young people especially, in books and general reading. 
particularly manifest the past winter, and that the class of 
books most in demand indicates a growing taste for standard 
works of literature, science and fiction. The largest number 
of books drawn from the library monthly during the year was 
in January 1891. The largest number taken out on any one 
Saturday was 168, and occurred in the month above named. 
The least number drawn on any one Saturday was 105, in the 
month of July. The largest number drawn on any one Wed- 
nesday was 80, in February, ’91. The least number was on 
Chistmas Eve when Santa Claus and his associates conspired 
to cut the number down to 14. 

Quite a large number of the juvenile books have been 
worn out by long u‘age and a portion of these have been re- 
placed by new copies the past winter, selecting for renewal 
those that seemed the best and most sought for by young 
readers ; a few of the first selections it seemed hardly worth 
while to replace. 

An unavoidable accident by which a portion of the 
books in the library were damaged by fire, made it necessary 
to spend quite a sum for repairing and rebinding the same. 

It is also proper to state that the stock of original cata- 
logues is exausted as well as some issues of the supplements; 
and the time has come when it is necessary to make a com- 
plete new catalogue which shall include under one cover all 
the books in the library. The question was discussed the 
past winter and it was decided that the winter season was not 
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the best time to call in all the books for three or four weeks, 
as will be absolutely necessary when a new catalogue is pre- 
pared, and that it was the better plan to defer the same till 
the close of the schools in June. In the meantime a list of 
the new books purchased which are not recorded in any of 
the supplemeuts, will be posted up in a conspicuous place in 
the library room and those who wish can select from said list 
until the new catalogue is issued. 

The committee desire to make this suggestion in the in- 
terest of the town. By the terms of compact between the 
town and the old Hinsdale Library Association, the town 
agrees virtually ‘“‘to raise and appropriate $300.00 for the pur- 
chase of books for the library.” Those who were town offi- 
cers when the town was in its infancy, liberally construed this 
to mean that the lbrary expenses, salary of lbrarian, etc., 
should come out of this $300.00, and such has been the cus- 
tom each year since. It will be seen that, when the salary of 
the librarian is deducted, and bills paid for rebinding and 
duplicating books that are worn out, the sum left for pur- 
chasing new books is materially lessened. A town can better 
afford to retrench expenses anywhere else than in its schools 
or its public library. Would it not be a step in the interests 
cf good learning for the town to vote to pay the librarian’s 
salary and the contingent expenses of the library on the same 
basis that it conducts other ton business, and thus leave a 
larger sum for the purchase of books each year?

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STATISTICAL REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING MAR. 1, 1891. 


We find by the school register that the whole number of 
pupils in town who have attended school at least two weeks ts 
477. The Selectmen in the month of April 1890 reported to 
us 187 girls and 168 boys in town between the ages of five 
and fifteen. 


There are a few suggestions that arise in contemplation 
of our year’s work. 

First, we have had in the two Primary schools during the 
past year 170 pupils. The number of pupils is more than the 
Primary school-rooms will seat and more than two teachers 
can properly attend to. We have had pupils taken from 
school during the past year because the only available seats 
for them were those furnished by the platform. It will prob- 
ably in the light of these facts suggest itself to all that a third 
Primary teacher will soon be a necessity, together with a 
room in which to work. 


Second, we have during the past year adopted a course 
of study which completed will entitle a pupil to entrance to 
college. We have not in doing this forgotten the fact that 
but a small per cent of our pupils will ever go to college, and 
therefore have put into our school a thorough English course 
which Is sufficiently advanced to afford a good basis for the 
general information every true citizen ought to possess. We 
also afford oppor‘unity for the tew who are naturally adapted 
to the work, to fit in Latin. Greek and French for the Class- 
ical Cour-e in College. 

Now this course is not at all difficult to put on paper, 
but we suggest that the only way that the school can ever 
come up to the course is found in the active co-operating of 
parents and pupils in doing the many hours of hard work 
without which education never comes.
